Tbe new health code, enacted by 
tbe late legislature, radically changes 
tbe local boards Of health throughout 
Ohio. It Is particularly interesting to 
CofthocUHi as It is probable council will 
elect (be board of health for the new 
city government at its meeting this 
evening. 
Tbe local board has had six mem- 


bers in the past, two elected each year 
for three year terms and tbe mayor 
serving as president. 
The mayor is 
excluded from the board by the new 
law, which is composed of five mem- 
bers, three of which will constitute a 
quorum. 
Were it not for tbe change from vil- 
lage to city government tbe present 
members would serve out tbe terms 
for which they baa been appointed, 
and her^-after one member would _be 
chosen each year by council for a five 
year term- 
in places of le&s than 2,000 people, 
council may appoint a health officer 
and on failure to do so, the state board 
may appoint and fix bis term and sal- 
ary which becomes a charve a>£*instr 
the village. Each township is required 
to appoint a health officer. 
Tne law fixes the duration of the 
quarantine on cases of smallpox, dipb 
theria,-membraneous croup and scar- 
let fever but it is left optional witb 
the local boards as to whether measles 
whooping cough 01 chickenppx aie 
Contagious or not. It is required of 
the board to disinfect any house in 
which there has been a case of conta- 
gious disease. 
An important point of the new law 
is that the expenses of »H quarantine, 
disinfection and other measuresstrict- 
ly for the protection of the public are 
to be paid for by the city, town or 
township in which tbe quarantine is 
established. The 
expenses of the 
township board are to be paid by a 
levy which tbe trustees are authorized 
t > make. 
A permit from the board is necessa 
rt before any corpse may be buried or 
cremated, and bodies for transporta- 
tion must be prepared in accordance 
with the rules of the state board. Up 
on request of the board, council is re- 
quired to purchase suitable ground 
for the dumping of garbage, night 
soil, etc. 
,_ 
. , 
An annual permit may be required 


by the hoard for tbe selling of milk or 
meat and majt qhargejaot jnore than 
30 cents for tbe same. "These permits 
to sell milk maj be refused or revoked 
if it is found that the cows or milk 
are kept in an unsanitary condition. A 
certificate from A veterinarian may be 
required that the cows are free from 
tuberculosis or other dangerous dis- 
eases. 
Any dairymen having any dan 
ons infectuous disease in the Tamil: 
or among his employes must at once 
notify the health officer and the sa.e 
of his milk may be temporarily stop- 
pedInspectors of schools and school 
buildings may be appointed by the 
board of health. Full power is also 
given to tbe board to abate a nuisance 
and to remove or correct all condi- 
tions detrimental to health or well- 
being found uoon school property.

Narrow escapes come thick and fast 


on this division of the P*n Handle 
these d?>s. but few men have ever 
jeen closer to deatu than was tbe vic- 
tim of an accident at West Lafayette 
Monday evening. Crouching close in 
the little spa« c*tween platform and 
rail the man experienced the horror 
of having a long freight train pass 
over him. 
He was a member of the floating 


gang that had been at work on the 
tracks during tbe day. When even- 
ing came he went with a number of 
companions to the station to catch a. 
train ror home. A freight came daJi- 
ing by just before passenger train 
three was due, and he attempted to 
board it- In some manner he will 
probably never know, be slipped and 
fell between the cars. It was a thrill- 
ing moment and his companions ex- 
pected to see him ground to pieces. 
But fo. tune smiled at that moment. 
Instead of getting under the wheels 
he rolled into the shallow ditch be- 
tween the plttform and tbe rail and 
being a man of good sense he remain- 
ed there. Tbe train tbundeied on 
above him but he crouched low and it 
passed without doing him serious in- 
jury- 
He was hurt, but only bru ised by 
the fall, as the cars as they sped along 
baa not touched him. 
The story was told in Coshocton 


Monday evening by members of tbe 
party who bad witnessed the accident, 
but none was able to give the man's 
name They united, however, in the 
conclusion that no man could be near- 
er his earthly end and escape as did 
this one.

him to turn over all the instruments, 
etc.. to Mr. V.'ella.

A. G. Austen, the manager of the 


Colonial bank of Barbadoes. landed at 
St. Pierre with a party from the Brit- 
ish royai mail steamer Solent. He 
found the bank clock stopped at some 
minutes before S o'clock- A horse and 
buggy and a pollcman were in a dead 
group at the door.
